There never has been in the past 
so much discontent over the discom­ 
fort of traveling over mud roads as 
there is at the present time. 
While it 
it well known that the making of hard 
roads in communities where there is 
no 
hard material 
m ust involve an 
enorm ous expense, yet more and more 
taxpayers are expressing a willing­ 
ness to be taxed for perm anent roads. 
This was plainly indicated at a road 
conference held in Des Moines, la., 
where 
200 
delegates composed of 
typical representatives of both town 
and country 
voted 
unanimously 
in 
tavor of a one mill tax to create a 
state aid fund, says the Iowa Home­ 
steader. 
In the past the best that 
Iowa has been able to do along this 
line has been to support a non salaried 
highway commission wUh but little 
power and with practically no money 
to work with. 
This sam e conference endorsed al­ 
most unanimously the establishment 
of a perm anent highway commission 
with ample power. 
In addition a rec 
om m endation was made to the legisla­ 
ture to subm it the question of bond 
ing the state for good roads purposes 
to the people at the next general elec­ 
tion. 
We appreciate the fact that this 
program is not endorsed by ail the 
people and it is just possible that at 
the present time it may not meet with 
the endorsem ent of even a majority, 
but the rapidly changing feeling indi­ 
cates that the time will soon come 
when all states of the corn belt will 
undertake the construction 
of 
per­ 
m anent roads. This being the case the 
question of adm inistration in the im­ 
portant one to deside. 
In this m atter 
there 
are 
established 
precedents 
which 
may be safely followed and 
these precedents in every case tend 
in a g reater or less degree to centrali­ 
zation. In other words, w herever good 
roads have been economically built in 
this country they have been 
built 
under the funeral supervision of the 
state 
under a plan of co-ordination 
with the county and with the town­ 
ship. 
No plan 
will 
every work out 
practically in the corn belt that does 
not in a large way leave with the lo­ 
cality the authority to say when they 
are willing to bear the 
expense 
of 
good roads. 
W hen it is decided to in 
cair 
the

aianent roads the township, county and 
-tate will as units find themselves 
?oinpelled through the operation of a 
ouml business

A Cold Frame for Fall. 


It is really rem a rk ab le w hat results 
can be had in the garden long after 
the frost comes, by the use of a prop­ 
erly built cold frame. 
The most satis­ 
factory frame we have used is made in 
sections, three by six feet—the num ­ 
ber of sections to be used depending 
on how' much space you w ant to de­ 
vote to late plants. 
T he cold frame is nothing 
more 
than four boards nailed together to 
makfy rho sides, and it should slope 
slightly toward the south. 
This is 
then covered with sash, made of light 
wood, 
covered 
with 
cloth. 
W ater 
proof material may be gotten for this 
latter from most of the large seed 
stores, and is preferable on account 
of its durability. 
Success with cold frames in the fall 
depends on getting your plant well 
started before the frosts come. 
A 
good plan is to build your frame work, 
and a good size would bo six by twelve 
feet. 
This would require four cloth 
frames to cover it, and the total ex­ 
pense should not exceed five dollars 
for materials. 
Inside this inclosure 


can be planted any late su m m e r vege­ 
tables that you want to raise. 
If The 
sun is particularly hot, put the cover 
fram es on during the middle of the 
d a y , but otherw ise just give the plants 
the 
sam e 
attention 
you 
would 
ii 
planted in the spring. 
W hen danger of frost is a t hand 
put tho cover frames on every night, 
taking them off in the morning, but 
when the w eather gets still colder 
leave those cover frames on ail the 
time, 
io u will be surprised a t the 
excellent crop of lute vegetables you 
WTI have when ail your neighbors 
gardens are desolate. 
• f you want to have vegetables all 
through rho winter, you m u st replace 
the cloth frames w ith glass about No­ 
vember I, and by this m e an s some ol 
til. hardier plants, like radishes, beets, 
string beans and onions, can be had 
practically all winter, though it will 
probably be well for w inter use to 
ba ,k your fram e all around with fresh 
horse manure, which would tu rn your 
cold frame into a hot frame. 
Among the flowers, violets, pansies, 
English dai. I 3 and primroses all will 
grow well during the w inter in a cold 
frame covered with glass.

used, wrapped in a

bandanna 
handkerchief, lay beside the body. 
In crude English, the writer, appar­ 
ently a foreigner, told in rough, dra­ 
matic style, a story of the betrayal 
of “ My little girl.” 
He explained that 
when “Girlie” 
took sick, she came to him with her 
I rouble. 
' She jtold 
him all.” 
He 
went first to the man and confronted 
him with the girl’s story. 
The man denied. 
He charged the 
murderer 
with 
blackmailing. 
The 
murder was planned. 
Each letter in 
the disjointed sentences 
had 
been 
printed with the kind of stencil com­ 
monly used in Greek restaurants for 
making bills of fare. 
The work had 
been painstaking.

follows:

year to pay a tax of I per cent on his 
earnings in excess of the exemption. 
Ib is would not require the man 
who earns only 34.000 t<> pay a tax, 
but it 
would dem and that tile in­ 
dividual 
who earns $4,100, for ex­ 
ample, to pay into the governm ent 
treasury an annual tax of I per cent 
Dn $100, or $1. 
T h e bill also would provide higher 
rates of taxation for persons with 
large incomes, adding a surtax of I 
per cent additional on earnings in 
excess of $50,000. and 3 per cent a d ­ 
ditional 
on 
earnings 
in 
excess 
of 
$ 100,000. 
U nder tile 
surtax provisions the 
m an w ho earns only $20,000 would 
pay to the governm ent each year at 
the rate of 
I 
per cent on Sib,OOO 
($4,000 exem pt), or $160. 
lf a man 
earns $30,000 he would pay I per cent 
on $16,000, still, and 2 per cent on 
$10,000, thus m aking his annual tax 
$360. 
T h e person with $50,000 in­ 
com e would pay I per cent on $16,000 
and 2 per cent on $30.000—a total tax 
of $700. 
T h e man with an income of $100,- 
000 would be required to pay I per 
cent on $16,CHK), 2 per cent on $30,000 
and 3 per cent on $50,000, which 
would be $1,500, bringing his total 
income tax to $2,260. 
T he individual 
with a net income of a million would 
pay this $2,260 on his first $100,000 
and in addition he would pay 4 per 
cent on $900,000, which would bring 
his total tax to $38,260. 
R e-E n a cts C orporation Law. 
I'lie bill also would re-enact the 
present corporation lax law imposing 
a I per cent tax on the earnings of 
corporations, stock companies, insur­ 
ance com panies and the like, but it 
would exem pt partnerships. 
T his is 
a flat tax, there being no graduated 
scale as the earnings increase. 
T h e 
fewr changes from the present c o r­ 
poration tax act concern chiefly the 
time for m aking returns and the time 
for collection. 
T h e hill also includes under 
its 
provisions the 
property 
and 
ea rn ­ 
ings in this country of persons who 
live abroad. 
It is estim ated by m em bers of the 
ways and m eans com m ittee that ap ­ 
proxim ately $100,000,000 in revenue 
may be derived from this new tax, in­ 
cluding the corporation tax. 
This 
w'ould about make up for the deficit 
in revenues because of the greatly 
reduced tariff rates. 
Incom es of taxable persons shall 
include gains, profits and income de­ 
rived from salaries, w ages or c o m ­ 
pensation for personal service of w hat­ 
ever kind and in w hatever form paid, 
or from professional vocations, busi­ 
nesses, trade, com m erce or sales or 
dealings in property; also from in­ 
terest, rent, dividends, securities, in­ 
cluding income from property, income 
but not the value of property acquired 
by bequest, and also proceeds of life 
insurance policies paid upon death of 
persons insured. 
Provision Made for Deductions. 
T h e bill allows as deductions in 
com puting net income all necessary 
expenses actually incurred in carry ­ 
ing on any business, not including 
personal, living or family expenses; 
interest accrued and payable within 
the year by a taxable person on in­ 
debtedness; all national, state, county, 
school and municipal taxes, not in­ 
cluding local benefit taxes; losses in­ 
curred in trade or from fires, storm s 
or shipwreck not com pensated by in­ 
surance or otherwise; debts actually 
ascertained as w orthless and charged 
off; 
also 
reasonable 
allowance 
for 
w ear and tear on property, but no de­ 
duction will be allowed for expense 
of restoration or im provem ents made 
to increase pro p erty value. 
It excepts also, in com puting net in­ 
come, am o u n ts received as dividends 
upon the stock of any corporation, 
joint stock com pany, association or 
insurance com pany which is taxable 
upon its net income under the cor­ 
poration tax provision of the bill. 
T h e bill excludes the com pensation 
of the president of the U nited States 
during his term, judges of the Su­ 
preme 
and 
inferior 
courts 
of 
the 
United States, and com pensation of 
all officers and employes of a state 
or any political subdivision thereof. 
It establishes a system of collection 
of the tax at its source, requiring all 
persons, firms, copartnerships, co m ­ 
panies, corporations, joint stock com ­ 
panies, associations or insurance co m ­ 
panies and all trustees, executors, ad­ 
ministrators, receivers, etc., and offi­ 
cers 
and 
em ployes 
of 
the 
United 
States having the control or disposal 
of salaries, wages, interest and other 
profits and income of an o th er person 
to withhold and pay to the collector 
of internal revenue the am ount of in­ 
come tax due from such person. 
All such persons or firms are made 
personally liable for such tax. 
P ersons or corporations liable to 
make return on incomes w ho fail to 
do so at a specified time are m ade 
liable to a fine n o t exceeding $500, 
and the penalty for false or fraudu­ 
lent returns is fixed at $1,000 or im­ 
prisonment not exceeding one year. or 
both.
